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The rooms and woodwork of the sheriffrs home interior are
unchanged exeept for installation of modern bathrooms and
steam heat. There are four rooms with an open stairway
leading to the second floor from the main hal-lway. The
balustrade is of walnut. There are four large rooms on
the second floor directly over the rooms on the first
floor. A closed stairwy leads from the large hal1 on the
second floor to a large attie (tfri.s is directly over the
open stairwgy). Interior doors have segmented arch tops.
The basement has a furnace and laundry area(with small
fruit ceIlar), a large coal bin room and two rooms that
had been paneled and carpeted for use of deputies for
rel-axation and office areas.

These two attached buildings are on the same one fourth
bloek as the l,iemorial Hall (known now as the Memorial Opera
I{ouse} Uuitt by members of the G.A.R. &s a memori-al to the
Civil 1,'lar veterans in 1893. This buildi.ng is also owned
by Porter County, aclnrinistered by the Board of County
Conmiesioners and is used by the theater suil-d for local
talent.
